Ross Sterling tonight

nounced he will call the Texas legis- 
lature in special session at noon 
Tuesday to consider remedies for | 
the cotton situation. The governor 
was at his home here. 
"It will be a farmers' session and 


they'll have to ramrod it them- 
selves," said the governor. "I'm go- 
ing fishing tomorrow." 
"They say nineteen of the thirty- 


one state senators favor a special 
session for acreage reduction, but I 
haven't heard from that many," 
said the executive, 
Sterling's call for the legislature 


came a week after Gov. Huey p. 
Long sent here by airplane a copy 
of his plan for a ban on cotton 
growing in 1932 which had already 
been approved by the Louisiana 
legislature. 
Largest Cotton State. 


As Texas is the largest cotton 
producing state in the country, ad- 
\ocates of legislative curbs on cot- 
ton tonight -saw in the call the pos- 
sibility of relief from the overpro- 
duction which has sent the price of 
cotton to 6 cents. 
Though the spectacular Long plan 


precipitated the agitation which re- 
sulted in Sterling's decision to call 
a special session, there appeared 
little chance tonight of its being 
adopted by the lesislature 


Officials of the Texas Cotton Co- 
operative 
association today said 
that the so-called McDonald plan 
of a 50 per cent reduction in acre- 
age had been favored by 20,000.000 
farmers at mass meetings in prefer- 
ence to the Lena; plan of a com- 
plete ban1'on cotton for a year.

J. E. McDonald, state*1 agricultural 
commissioner and sponsor of an 
acreage reduction bill, which was 
defeated at the special session of 
the legislature last month, was one 
of the advocates of the session.

nicipal construction. Only a fraction 
of it is for direct or indirect 'doles" 
to those who are hungry or without 
shelter. There were indications that 
this money will not only provide 
jobs for a large.number of men, but 
will stimulate business by increas- 
ing the demand for steel, concrete, 
gravel as well as other road and 
building materials.

Army Equipment Not Loaned- 
The regular policy of the army in 
icgards to requests to borrow equip- 
ment is to refuse the requested loan, 
except in unusual circumstances and 
hence that question is an easy one 
lor Driscoll's division to answer. 
Long and 
involved questions of 


military precedent and policy arc 
sometimes brought up, however, re- 
quiring hte advice of veteran offi- 
cers or even conference of veteran 
officers. 
Much of the business and corres- 


pondence is purely military, from 
one division of the war 
depart- 
ment to another, and civilian work- 
ers are obligated to keep confiden- 
tial matters secret. 
Driscoll started work for 
the 
War Department at r.he army head- 
quarters in Omaha, in 1908 after 
his graduation from Creighton uni- 


versity there. He was soon trans- 
ferred to Washington and remained 
with the war department through 
the period of the World war until 
the present time.

Woodcock's Reform in Dry

Stops Indiscriminate Use of Firearms, Drinking by 


Agents to Obtain Evidence and Employment 


Of Women as Decoys. 


WASHING-TON, Sept. 5— (UP)— 
Federal Prohibition Director Amos 
W. Woodcock is demonstrating that 
the Iron hand of the law may be 
conceaied in a glove of soft tex- 
ture. 
He is inaugurating a dry en- 


forcement policy that may have 
important effects upon the future 
of prohibition. 
The courteous, gentlemanly and 
strictly legal .type of enforcement 
that he is seeking 
to 
achieve 
through a series of reforms in 
method has attracted wide atten- 
tion to the quiet and mild former 
army officer who believes In sin- 
cerity in the l»w. 
His most recent order forbidding 
prohibition agents from drinking 
to obtain evidence caps a long list 
of reforms that began with strict 
ban on indiscriminate use of fire- 
arms. 
It has been carried further and 
further by training agents to re- 
spect rigidly 
the 
constitutional 
rights of citizens: by stopping the 
employment of women as "decoys," 
and bv eliminating as far as pos- 
sible the use of paid informers. 


By those methods. Woodcock has 


robbed wet agitators of arguments 
that were afforded by "incidents" 
of 
former prohibition regimes— 


such as killing of innocent citizens 
ana questionable tactics in obtain- 
ing dry law convictions. 


As an accompaniment of Wood- 


cock'b reforms was the change in 
industrial alcohol denaturing form- 
ulas by the commissioner of indus- 
trial alcohol in. the- treasury, Dr. 
James M. Doran. which eliminated 
poisons. Deaths from drinking pois- 
on liquor caused much criticism in 
congress.

738,000 : barrels daily was throttled 
down to the comparative trickle of 
approximately 340.000 barrels daily.

E. basis of 225 barrels daily produc- 
tion for each well under Texas rail- 
road commission's new proration or- 
der.

68 Cent Price. 


Oil flowing from the field today 


reached the market at a price of 
68 cents a barrel. When the field 
was closed down on August 17, east 
Texas producers wece almost un- 
able to give their product away. 


Whether the 68 cent price would 
be sust&ined, whether it would slide 
downward again or climb upward, 
was a matter of conjecture among 
oil men. Many were pessimistic. 


Almost all were of the opinion 
that restriction of individual -wells 
to production of 225 barrels daily 
had spelled the independent opera- 
tors' doom.

The Lincoln Weekly Star 
was 
published for fanners for nearly 
ive years starting in April, 1911. It 
was inaugurated by H. E. Gooch 
hortly after he acquired control ot 
lie daily newspaper late in 1910. 
Nearly all dailies oi any size pub- 
ished a supplemental weekly for 
arm consumption in that era, but 
ater improvement in rural mail de- 
jvery made it possible for farmers 
o receive daily newspapers as 
cheanlv and quickly. 
The issue found Saturday was 
Volume 1, Number 24" of the week- 
y. The name of the paper at the 
x>p of the first page is embellished 
by a drawing depicting typical farm 
activities 
In the center of the front page is 
a long article giving special train 
connections for the state fair which 
opened two days after the paper 
came out. Nearly half of the front 
page is given over to articles about 
.he railroad valuation controversy 
;hen existing in Nebraska. At the 
time of the papers issue, a confer- 
ence of railway commissioners from 


Most of the rest of the front page 
is given over to the topic of tariff 
reciprocity with Canada. The paper 
reports that Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson was coming to 
the 
state fair to defenc reciprocity and 
that George W. Norris, then a mem- 
ber of the national house of repre- 
sentatives from Nebraska, was going 
to answer Wilson.

The editorial columns of the paper 
comments as follows: "Next to a 
vaudeville show, this controversial 
bout between Wilson .and Norris 
scams to be ubout the best thing 
that the fair management could put 
on.

Watch Weak Tires. 
Hot weather is a severe test to 
weak or worn tires, due to the fact 
that air expands when heated. 
Summer heat, reflected road heats, 
frictions, or still more heat, set up 
by beating against the road, mile 
after mile, especially at high speeds, 
all combine to still further heat the 
air in a tire until, unless that tire 
has a strong, unweakened construc- 
tion, it explodes or blows out. 


Auto Notes 


To Overcome Headlight Gtore. 
Operators should learn to adjust 


themselves to glare of headlights 
from oncoming cars. Make it a rule 
never to look into the headlights or 
an approaching car, but instead 
keep eyes riveted to the right-hand 
side of the road, following the right 
rays of lights of the car being 
driven. If it is necessary, hold the 
left hand over the left eye to cut 
the stray rays from the approaching 
car. Most drivers ars conscious at 
all times of the problem, but by 
avoiding direct attention to the 
lights Hashing at them, they have 
saved many a risky moment awheel. 
The habit of following the right 
shoulder of the road by fixing the 
eye on some point of the car, such 
as the mirror on the right fender 
or the radiator ornament, helps 
break one of the habit of looking 
into approaching headlights. At 
night on the open road it is also a 
good idea to sit closely to the left 
door so that the left windshield post 
becomes a useful blind spot to cut 
headlight glare. 


Care of Coolinjr System. 
The first thing to Io6k for in an 
overheated engine is a clogged radi- 
ator core. Dust, dirt, mud, bugs, 
flies and grasshoppers may quickly 
cause a stoppage of cool air through 
the radiator. Perhaps the fan belt 
is loose and thus does not permit 
full passage of air. Maybe the fan 
bearings need to be lubricated. 
Leaky radiator 
hose should 
be 
checked for breaks and replaced, 
while the hose may also become 
clogged by sludge from the water, 
thus obstructing the water flow. 
The radiator itself should be flushed 


regularly to remove the scum caused 
by chemicals within the water which, 
may clog the vertical pipes in the 
core. One feature which may be re- 
ated to 
overheating, is seldom 
thought of by the owner.- This is 
lie inner-relation of temperatures 
of both oil and water. If the water 
boils, imperfect radiation of heat re- 
sults. This causes the engine lubri- 
cant tc run hot. By the same token L 
scarcity of oil or a lubricant of in-1 
erior grade will quickly heat and! 
,his abnormal temperature is the 
transmitted to the water in 
cooling system. 


Wear of breaker points in tha 


distributor will cause an engine to 
i 
start hard or uneven operation. The 
points should be cleaned occassion- 
ally and the gap readjusted.. 


When replacing a leaky gasket in 
the exhaust manifold, always install 
a complete set. The additional cost 
is not excessive and the possibility 
of having another one blow out is t 
not so great.

I 
doubt it. I do not believe that the

sion. 


I am no statistician and the 


business end of football does not 
interest me, but it is my notion 
that 16 of the better known college 
football teams would collect in a 
season more in gate receipts than 
the 16 big league baseball clubs. 
This even allows for the fact that 
the big league baseball season lasts 
for 154 games, while the football 
teams are limited as a rule t^ eight 
games.

Moreover, I am inclined to 
believe that one of them could be 
induced to go into the dressing 
room between the halves of a cru- 
cial game to make a little talk to 
the team. 
Far be it from me to be pessi-

OMETHING like this was hinted 
at in a report from Harvard 


on athletics. It was shown that the 
gate receipts there for sports ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000. Now, some of the 
big league baseball clubs have not 
taken in that much this season. 
Consequently there is no need to 
worry over the depression having 
any effect on the 
intercollegiate 


football season. 


As yet the football schedules have 
not been arranged with the sole 
idea of gathering in gate receipts, 
although the accusation has been 
made that there is something of 
what the boys call sordid com- 
mercialism in the arrangement of 
football schedules. This may or 
may not be true, but if football 
were played entirely for 
profit 
there would be an opportunity of 
gathering some startling sums in 
gate receipts. 


Let us consider 16 football teams 
that attract the large gate receipts. 
In the list we -would, have Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton, Navy, Notre Dame, 
Illinois, Chicago, California, Stan- 
ford, Army, Pennsylvania, Cornell, 
New York university and Fordham. 
I am not trying to list these col- 
leges according to their box office 
appeal. Any old grad from any in- 
stitution, which seems to be slight- 
ed in this regard, may correct me 
if I happen to be wrong. 


TfF some super promoter could 
M. take these teams and handle 
them in such a manner as to de- 
cide 
an 
intercollegiate 
football 


championship the aggregate gate 
receipts would make those of or- 
ganized baseball look like very 
small change indeed. 
' 
In the first place, a college foot- 


ball team has no salary list. I have 
heard though that m some colleges 
players ha\e been paid as high as 
$300 a month for janitorial work 
on the side. But what I mean is 
that they have no $80,000 a year 
men, such as Babe Ruth is in pro- 
fessional baseball. 
The only actual salary list on a 
college football team is for the 
coaching staff and on no football 
team is the managerial and coach- 
ing pay roll as high as that of a 
big league baseball club. There may 
be instances where a. coach gets 
more than the college president, 
but few of them get as much as 
the poorest paid manager of a big 
league baseball club. 
So you can see how the money

Only Once Knocked Out. 


Dempsey has been knocked out 


only once in his long career. That 
was in an early fight with Jim 
Flynn, when he was an unknown 
kid just scrapping along to get beef 
and bean money. 


Tunney had him cut and br' 
and with his eyes swollen shut in 
the last two rounds at Philadelphia 
and couldn't put him down. He was 
very tired and well cut up at the 
finish in Chicago, but in no danger 
of being knocked out. 


He is not in the position of an 
old-time champion who shot every- 
thing he had in the ring and was 
knocked out until forced into the 
discard. Dempsey is in great health, 
strong, and the fact that he is no 
longer tied up in an alliance that 
forced him to entertain and be en- 
tertained, Hollywood fashion, may 
let him put his mind on fighting 
again. 


Anything Might Happen. 


And if he gets that grim, fighting 


outlook—well, anything may hap- 
pen, seeing that this is Dempsey 
we're talking about. 
Apparently, Dempsey isn't worry- 


ing about taking nothing but easy 
bouts to start with. He accepted a 
Labor Day match with Leo Lomski 
—four rounds—at Reno. They used 
to say that Herry Greb gave Demp- 
sey more trouble than any heavy- 
weight, when the "busy bee"' acted 
as a Dempsey sparring partner. 
Lomski is a 175-pounder, and 


carries speed and a sock. In four 
rounds he should not be such easy 
picking. They say Dempsey isn't 
choosing his opponents 
for the 


four-round bouts—that he'll take on 
anybody the promoters can dig up. 


Dempsey Always Interesting. 


We don't mean by that anyone 


the promoters can dig up out of the 
pugilistic boneyard. Just anybody at 
all who thinks he might get a quick 
reputation by hanging on Dempsey's 
whiskers. If this goes on all right. 
Demosey probably will be extending 
the limit to six rounds before long, 
and after that he may be ready for 
real fighting. 
In any case, anything Dempsey 
does is interesting to the public, 
which is weary of fighters who won't 
fieht any but hired set-ups. Demp- 
seV would be interesting even if he 
was knocked out. because it's a cer- 
tainty he'd go down fighting and 
doing his level best to put over a 
knockout with his last ounce of 
strength.

One Less Heavy Contender.

ECENTLY two interesting cases 


__ 
of golfers struggling with th- 
games have come to my attention. 
In the one case, the player was ex- 
plaining what he considered to be 
a very interesting discovery name- 
ly, that he played quite well when 
he succeeded in keeping the right 
hand out of the stroke — "Until I 
hit the ball," as h-- expressed it. 


The other happened to be strug- 
gling with some late instruction by 
Jus professional, who had recom- 
mended to him, that, in gripping 
the club, he place the left hand 
further over toward the right. His 
chief source of concern about this 
new advice was that it made it 
next to impossible for him to turn 
his wrists into the shot as the ball 
was struck, without getting a terri- 
ble hook. 


The interest in these two cases 


to me lay in the fact that in one j 
way these two players were dealing 
with identically the same thing, 
although, had they come together, 
it is more than likely that they 
would never have recognized the 
similarity in the points involved in 
their respective games, or in what 
they found their chief problems. It 
all has to do, of course, with the 
functions of the two hands in 
swinging the club. 
I 


N the case of the first player, he 
was domg what I call "feeling" 
what takes place in the swing. I 
call it feeling, because the player 
can not, of course, see just what 
kind of motions he goes through I 
in swinging the club, and can not, 
therefore, have an actual picture 
of his swing. 
And when this man spoke of 


"keeping the right hand out of the 
'stroke until the ball is hit," he 
meant nothing more than avoiding 
the tendency, which is strong : i all 
right-handed players, to allow the 
right hand to overpower the left 
in bringing the club down to the 
ball. 
*~ 
In other words, he had come to 


"feel" the action of restraining the 
right hand, so that the left could 
go through and function as it 
should, it being a fact, of course, 
that the right " —vf will instinct- 
ively do its proper part in helping 
to speed the crabhead through as 
it nears the ball. The chief con- 
cern with most players is to keep 
it from doing: too much and do- 
ing it too early in the swing.

The Progressive Cities 


Base Judgment on Appearance of Homes 


Making your home a better place 


to live in has a marked influence 
on the neighborhood in which you 
live and also in turn on the growth 
of the city.

•which to investigate he looks over 
the town," allowing his visual im- 
pressions to guide him toward mak- 
ing a decision. Whether that de- 
cision is satisfactory or otherwise 
largely depends upon what he sees. 
The homes determine his future. 
Pleasant Homes Make Progressive 
City. 


More than one civic worker has 


asserted that a community of pleas- 
ant homes is a progressive one. 
The appearance of the homes is 
largely an index of the spirit of the 
people of the community. If these 
homes are modern both within and 
•without, the owners are living in 
an environment that induces a 
spirit of progress. No man can live 
in an old, •weatherbeaten.ywornout 
house and be progressive.' His en- 
vironment is entirelv against him— 
it subdues his snirit, fills him with 
a feeling of discouragement and 
despair. This feeling of depression 
is reflected in his attitude on life 
and his surroundings. It makes a 
poor town. 


The more modern the homes the 
more progressive the town—that 
seems to be the rule and an inves- 
tigation shows that the better otwns 
are those with pleasant homes and 
beautiful streets. 


Every home owner owes it to his 


city to keep it heuled straight on 
the road to progress. 
The most 


orofitable way to do this is to swing 
into line on the home moderniza- 
tion movement—make the home up 
to date as to exterior, and conveni- 
ent and comfortable on the inside. 
Modernization Js a tonic that cures 
worn-out homes and cities and 
makes them ahve and progressive 
once more 


THE HEATING PLANT 
DEPENDS ON PROPER 


CIRCULATION 


No matter what type of heating 


plant you hayc down in your base- 
ment, there is one thing you must 
keep constantly in mind: Its suc- 
cess depends on the law of circuit. 
The circulation must be constant. 


With warm air, for instance, cool 


air enters trie heating chamber and 
rises, passing through the warm air 
ducts and out into the rooms of the 
house. As it cools the air sweeps to 
the floor entering the cold air regis- 
ter and passing once more to the 
heating chamber. If this circuit is 
impeded the flow of air stops and 
the heating ability of the furnace is 
impaired. 


The same law of circuits works 


with steam. Steam condenses as it 
cools and runs back to the boiler so 
more hot steam may .enter the radi- 
ators. The hot water keeps in cir- 
culation also if the house is to be 
kept warm. 


If you have a warm air furnace 


in your home, and they are very 
popular -with small houses, make 
certain that the cold air ducts lead- 
ing to^the heating chamber around 
the fire box balances with the area 
of the warm air pipes leading to 
the various rooms of the house. It 
is obvious that the amount of air 
that enters the heating chamber 
determones the amount of warm air 
that comes out. If the flow is re- 
stricted, then the supply of warm 
air will not be adequate. 


Many home owners complain that 
they cannot heat distant rooms. 
The trouble invariably lies with a 
restricted circulation. The cold air 
ducts cannot supply the needed air 
and accordingly ertam rooms go 
old

Neighborhood Pride 


The quaint, lookinc story and a 


half house to the left grew from 
the plain, ugly house below. The 
old buildinc stood Idle and neglect- 
ed until the magic of modernization 
touched it and threw back the man- 
tel of years. 


Surrouncd by long, uncared for 
grass and scraghng trees, it was 
weather-beaten and forlorn, just an 
old house that no one wanted to 
buy or rent. 


But when modernized it became 


one of the show places of the street. 
It was the talk of the neighbor- 
hood 
The quaint arched entrance, 


and shuttered windows add a touch 
of the unusual to the dwelling. The 
stained shingled sides are finished 
in warm tones that speak of hospi- 
talitv and good will. Today it is 
the kind of a house that real folks 
live in. 


New Atmosphere and Feeling. 
Contrast the two illustrations and 


see how easily the new atmosphere 


and feeling have been created. The 
old porch at the side of the build- 
ing was torn away because its 
ginger bread trimming spoke of an 
architecture of the nineties. No 
matter how sturdy the timbers or 
honest the woikmanship. the old 
lines make the house definitely a 
relic of the past. 


In place of the open porch a new 


design in oorchcs was introduced, a 
porch with single covered pillars 
and a gabled ^room. It is modern 
in appearance, fully in keeping with 
the times. 


The orig'mal siding of clapboards 


was covered with stained shingles. 
New window sash and trim were 
substituted for the old time, high 
narrow windows. The batten shut- 
ters of odd desicn set off the win- 
dows iiji an aitistic manner. 


Second Floor Improved. 


Overhead the single window at 


the end of the building has been 
removed. The opening was made

ModernLamp Has Distinctive Beauty 


The housewife who wants to keep 


up to date cannot change her fur- 
niture at frequent intervals due to 
its large first cost. She must pur- 
chase these heavier and more ex- 
pensive pieces with permanency in 
mind. 


But accessories such as lamps, 


can be changed at slighter cost 
when the need for freshening the 
interior appears. 


New styles jfi lamps have recently 


been offered which are a far cry 
from the flower-decorated, fringed 
and lace trimmed fixtures of previ- 
ous days. These newer styles of art 
lamps are decidedly different 
Ex- 


treme simplicity distinguishes them 
and they add a satisfactory note of 
repose to the home. 


While some of the shapes in 
lamps are startling, the tendency 
is toward a more restrained mod- 
ernism which depends for its beauty 
of grace of contour and loveliness of 
materials. The shade and the base 
are units, made to supplement each 
other. The same design appears in 
both. 


The shape of the base may be odd 
and the coloring in keeping. The 
same motif usually is found in the 
shade that accompanies it. Parch- 
ment shades are popular among th'e 
newer lamps although a number of 
lamps with silk and mica shades 
are being offered as strictly in the 
mode. 


In/ger and now a bay window of 
two windows fill this opening.

Overhead in the gable a venti- 


lator has been placed to add archi- 
tecturnlly to the elevation of the 
building and to afford air to the 
small attic. 


A dormer window was placed at 


the left to increase the amount of 
daylight and ventilation needed on 
the second floor. 


Shingled Sides Effective. 


The claims of the manufacturers 


of stained shingles that this type of 
siding add to the charm and Indi- 
viduality of the dwelling is born 
out in this particular installation. 
The shingle sides aid the effective-, 
ness of the exterior. 


A new concrete walk leading to 


the street finished the exterior im- 
provements of this old house. 


Marked Changes Within. 


Stove heat has been eliminated in 


favor of a warm air furnace which 
keeps the interior snug and com- 
fortable during the colder months 
of the year. 


The side door opens into a din- 


ing room with paneled walls tinted 
in two shades of yellow 
The floor 


is covered with battleshio linoleum, 
waxed and r.ohshed until it glows 
like old wood. 


And 
what a 
change in 
the 
kitchen' Gone is the old cook stove 
and m its place is seen a modern 
gas stove. The former sink with its 
wooden drip board was removed 
and a white enameled affair sub- 
stituted. Cupboards along the walls 
conceal the pots and pans when out 
of use.

called "sugar diabetes," is a disease 
which is becoming very common, 
and one which has shown an ex- 
ceedingly high death rate. Scient- 
ists, for years, have been struggling 
with the problem of this disease, 
and have been endeavoring to solve 
it principally by the 
u&e of diet. 


Long ago, the physician had given^ 
up hope in the efficacy of drugs for 
this condition, and they are now 
giving their entire attention to the 
question of diet. This is largely lor 
the reason that one of the distinc- 
tive features in diabetes is the 
presence of sugar in the urine. This 
can be readily determined through 
chemical tests, and naturally this 
hae led to the assumption that too 
much sugar is being taken into the 
system, and that it cannot be 
properly utilized, 


The Unsound Theory. 


The treatment has consisted prin- 


cipally in eliminating 
from the. 


foods, sugars and starches, which, 
after being taken into the body, 
are changed into sugars. This all 
would seem very logical until -we 
remember that other people by the 
thousands are taking in just as 
much s«ar and just as many 
starches, yet do not suffer from 
diabetes. 
An examination of the 


urine, in these cases, will show that 
it is normal, and that sugar is not 
present in excessive qualities. De- 
spite this very apparent fact, how- 
even the physician has steadily 
clung to the idea of eliminating the 
sugar by keeping it out of the foods 
given. He seems to lose sight of the 
fact that the sngar is in the urine, 
not because it i« present in the 
foodi, but rather because the bodily 
organs fail to »tilitt it in the 
tissue. 


Diet. 


It is principally in the pancreas, 


liver, and suprarenal glands that 
the sugars are altered and made fit 
to use in the body. This alteration 
does not take place entirely'in those 
organs, but when they are affected, 
the result is an inability to change 
the sugars into iMftbl* iorm and, 
they remain in the circulation until 
they are finally taken out and 
eliminated from the body, still in 
the form of sugars. Would it not 
be logical to look to the. function 
of those organs for the real cause 
of diabetes? Can it be possible that 
we expect to reach that cause by 
merely keeping the sugars out of 
the foods?

"A great many drugs 
are recommended for this condition, 
most of which are useless."..."The 
majority of cases ultimately prove 
fatal from gradual exhaustion or 
from profound blood poisoning, end- 
ing in diabetic coma or rarely 
uremia."..."Complete recovery sel- 
dom, if ever, occurs. The younger 
the patient, the more rapid the 
course of the disease."...'The spe- 
cific cause of this condition and its 
exact nature, are both unknown." 
Yet, in the face of such condemna- 
tory evidence, physicians go on year 
after year using the old methods for 
treating the disease with no hope of 
ultimate success.

To Prevent Competition With Family Heads 


University students 
-who work 


their w&y through school this year 
•will have to call on more than un- 
usually novel plans to find ways oZ 
making an income in the opinion of 
J. D. Epp, who is in charge of the 
university's employment service. 


There are two big reasons—jobs 


are scarce ^and the university is 
anxious to avoid interfering with ef- 
forts of unemployed men with fam- 
ilies to get needed work. 


The university's employment serv- 


ice this year, according to Mr. Epp. 
is seeking to list only those jobs 
the* cannot be filled except bv 
part-time student workers. And it 
js trying to place in what few open- 
ings it has, only students who ari 
really in need of the money to 
get through the year's work. 
Help Onfy Neediest. 


"The student who wants to make 
a little spending money isn't the 
one we are helping this year," Mr. 
Epp said when interviewed by The 
Star during the last week. "We want 
to help the student who just can't 
get through without some work." 


Due to the > expected scarcity of 


student employment this year, the 
university, Mr. Eppsc-ys, is urging 


local business houses to take into, open for the many who seriously 
consideration the question of needs 
of the students when ' hit" fcr a job. 


"If employers will look into that 


phase," he said, 'they can do much 
to help distribute what little work 
there is available to students, to 
those most in need, without impair- 
ing the type of help they need."' 


Another suggestion Mr. Epp has 


been making to business firms in 
Lincoln is that they use junior and 
senior students in the college of 
business administration to do minor 
recounting jobs that they have. It 
would benefit both the firms and 
the students, he believes, and would 
not 
interfere 
with 
employment 


needs of regular -citizens of 
the 


community. 


Not Competing With Adults. 


"I want to make that clear," Mr. 


Epp declared, "that we aren't com- 
peting: with the man on the street, 
the man with a family. We can- 
vassed the entire business district. 
But we are only asking business 
houses to list the part-time jobs 
for which they feel only students 
r re fitted. Anv work that could be 
done by others, we prefer to leave

Business houses, according to Mr. 


Epp, are anxious to do all they can 
to furnish what work they have to 
the unemployed heads of families 
in the communities.

ka farmers are planning to sow 
673,000 fewer acres of whiter 
this year than last, according to the 
crop reporting board of the depart- 
ment of agriculture which is basing 
its statistics on reports of farmers' 
ntentlons as of August, 1931. 


In 1930, Nebraska farmers an- 


nounced that they( planned to plant 
winter wheat on 3,310,000 acres but 
actually 
planted 
3,366,000 
acres. 


Usually, however, actual planting is 
slightly below the announced plant- 
ng intentions since weather condi- 
tions or other factors may prevent 
seeding of entire acreage intended. 


The 1931 forecast is 2,693,000 acres 


or 80 per cent of the acreage sown 
with winter wheat in Nebraska in 
L930. This decrease of 20 per cent 


acreage is one of the largest re- 


ductions planned by any winter 
wheat state. 
Only Iowa, 'which 
plans to reduce its winter wheat 
crop by 35 per cent, Illinois 30 
per cent, New Mexico 25 per cent 
ind- Colorado 23 .per cent, surpass 
Nebraska in its propbsed reduction. 


12 Per Cent Decrease. 


Seeding winter wheat throughout 


the country this fall will be 12 per

fall since 1914. During the past 
eight years, actual seedings in the 
country as a whole have averaged 
3 per cent below August intentions, 
varying from 8 per cent below in 
1925, when seeding conditions were 
generaly unfavorable, to 3 per cent 
above in 1923 when liberal fall rams 
encouraged planting. 


Increases in planting are in- 


tended by Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 


North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Idaho, Wyoming, Nevada, 
Washington, and Oregon. 
Instead of decreasing its winter 


rye, Nebraska will join Wisconsin 
as the only important rye states in- 
creasing acreag'e. 


Literacy Statistics 


Differing from the record of the 


country as a whole, a larger pei 
cent of Nebraska's 114,896 foreign 
born -white population, are unable 
to read and write than the corres- 
ponding, percentage 
of negro il- 
literates among the 11,605 negroes 
in the state. 
In the United States, 16.3 per 


cent of all the negroes are unable 
to read and write according to 1930 
census statistics while the percent- 
age of illiteracy among foreign born 
•white is only 95 per cent. For- 
eign born whites, unable to speak 
English but able to speak and write 
in their native languages, are not 
classed as illiterates. 
In Nebraska, however, illiterates 


among the foreign born whites 
number 6,924 or 6 per cent of the 
total, while illiterates among the 
negroes total 450 or 3.9 per cent. 
Both of these percentages are de- 
creases over 1920 figures.

3,762 or 0.4 per cent of the 972,413 
native born whites in Nebraska fail 
to read and write ''cat, mouse, dog, 
rat"

Children To Sing, at State Fair Sunday 


Sunday. September 6, the fair 


grounds will swarm with youngsters 
from all parts of Nebraska wearing 
yellow crepe paper head bands and 
humming songs that in the after- 
noon and evening will be heard 
from a great vural chorus on the 
grandstand. These children have 
learned to sing the same ten songs 
in exactly the same way all over 
the state by nracUcing with phono- 
graph records in their respective 
rural schools. And the result is. a 
•well-trained chorus for the enjoy- 
ment of fair-goers. 


To tht listener it is a novel and 
delightful experiment but to Prof. 
Charles A. Fullerton, who will direct 
the chorus. It is another step in the 
development of musical education in 
rural schools. 
Professor Fullertoa is head of the 
music department at Iowa State 
Teachers' college and for seventeen 
years bis been working with this 
simple method of teaching children 
music by phonograph.- last year at 
the Iowa state fair he demonstral- 
td the result of his work when 3,000 
children sang in perfect unison 
%itti correct diction, good rhythm. 
•precise phrasing and beautiful tone 
quality to the amazement of the 
thousands of parents and -visitors at 
the fair.

The department of commerce has 


been advised that Uruguay has re- 
moved the import prohibitions that 
affected cheese, butter, milk and 
cream alonj with a great variety of 
other American products, and will 
permit their importation for the 
period of a month. The dairy prod- 
ucts and other American imports 
will, hov.ever, be subject /to an in- 
crease of one-half 
the existing 


duties plus surtaxes. 
The trial 
period ends on September 27. The 
embargo began August 20. 
The department of agriculture is 


naturally one of the 
three in- 
terested branches. Its recent an- 
nouncements are concerned with in- 
creased dry milk production in 1930 
and a study of viscosity or body of 
cream, an important 
commercial 


factor. More Powdered Milk. 


The department reports a re- 


markable expansion in the 1930 
production of dry or powdered milk,

I believe in the 
principle of local responsibility in 
emergencies such as the one now 
confronting us; the local commun- 
ity knows best its own needs and is 
able to rally and apply its own re- 
sources with effectiveness and econ- 
omy The chests have demonstrated, 
strikingly their capacity for stimu- 
lating private resources. As business 
conditions have grown worse, their 
aggregate totals have grown larger.

first friends were the Americans, 
naturally, representatives of 
the 
large American banks, oil companies, 
and consuls In the last couple of

Bullets Whizz Close By. 


In the first year, when Chiang 
K'ai Shek -was moving; the reorgan- 
ized nationalists north, battles were 
close enough that Miss Hostetter 
could hear the cannonading. How- 
ever, the people were nervous, and 
when it was thought that "Iron- 
sides," a tiny armored cruiser was 
going by. lit was fired upon. The 
battle took place just off the cam- 
pus, and a bullet whizzing by her 
head sent Miss Hostetter flying into 
a college building until warfare had 
ceased. That the "Ironsides" wasn't 
in the vicinity was discovered later, 
but the Cantonese fired first and 
found out afterwards. 


Her trip to Teng Woo. famous 


Buddhist monastery, is one of the 
outstanding memories Miss Hostet- 
ter has brought; back with her. Be- 
cause it is in a bandit-infested re- . 
gion. it is dificult to interest Chinese 
in the tnp, but three students, the 
fiancee of one. a charming young 
person, a Honolulu traveler, 
and 


Miss Hostetter finally composed the 
party. 


The Buddhists. Miss Hostetter re- 


lates, pick out "the most heavenly 
spots" lor their monasteries, 
and 
this one was high in the Chinese 
mountains. Adding to the beauty of 
the natural background was the 
sound of the deep-toned bells, call- 
ing to service. Miss Hostertr at- 
tended the religious ceremonies, and 
found that Chinese Buddhism has 
taken the northern form, with ritual 
and worship not unlike that of the 
Roman Catholic church. 
A priest, 


assisted by acolytes, chants the 
mass, before an altar with an image 
of Buddha in the center. 


Eats With Chop Sticks. 


As the monks do not eat meat, 
abstinence being one of the vows 
which will teach them the path that 
leads to Nirvana, eternal, blissful re- 
pose, the food is wholly vegetarian. 
although the viands bad less vege- 
table connotation.

was largely composed of mushrooms, 
and the Buddhist fish dish was also 
subsiUtute.

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LINCOLN WATER PROJECT IS IMMENSE TASK! 
LARGE AMOUNT OF WORK IN MAKING SURVEYS, INVESTIGATIONS AND STUDIES ESSENTIAL BEFORE WORK STARTED ON DIGGING MAINS

O 


N AUGUST 12, 1930, the 
people of Lincoln author- 


ized the city council to issue 
up to $2,300,000 in bonds to i 
pay for bringing a permanent | 
and adequate supply of water 
to the city from the vicinity 
of the Platte river, near Ash- 
land. In but a few days more 
than a year from that date 
contracts to lay the pipe lines 
will be awarded. In less than 
two years from the time the 
bonds were authorized the 
line is expected to be com- 
pleted and delivering water 
into the 8,000,000 gallon res- 
ervoir near Thirty - second 
street and Normal boulevard, 
ready for distribution to con- 
sumers in every section of the 
city. 


Bringing to Lincoln a sup- 


ply of water that will meet 
the requirements for all time 
to come is no small job—far 
from 
it. There is much 


more involved than just vot- 
ing bonds today and starting 
a force of men digging the 
ditches tomorrow. Before it 
is possible to even think of 
starting work, there is an al- 
most endless amount of detail 
to clear up which, if left un- 
done, would be nothing short 
of negligence, extravagance, 
and wanton waste of public 
funds. 


Among; other things the -state 


legislature had to pass a law before 
the pipe line could be laid along 
thj highways. Land for wells had 
to be acquired at prices within 
reason 
The right to build power 


lines over railroads, and permits to 
lay the pipe undre the tracks had 
to be acquired. Wells had to be. 
sunk and tested, sites obtained for 
and villages persuaded to grant 
right of way through their limits. 
Complete Survey Made. 


It also was necessary to make a 


survey of every inch of the ground 
where the pipe line-ditch is to be 
dug to determine proper 
depths 


if the water is to flow to.Lincoln, 
with the least possible resistance 
The surveys also had to be. made 
to determine the exact amount of 
pipe required. Only by knowing 
that could the cost be figured by 
the' engineers and the bidders. 
The cost of every item entering 


into the project had to be known 
by the engineer, as he, too, was to 
be a bidder. Every contractor who 
submits a price must bid against, 
the figures compiled by the en- 
gineer. 
While these details were being 
cleared up gradually, the legal 
phases were being studied by the 
city attorney and his 
assistant. 
This was true, especially of the 
contract forms. 
There also 
were 
plans and specifications to write, 
maps to make, and tracings and 
blueprints by the dozens to get 
ready for the contractors, to say 
nothing of the hundreds of profile 
maps. All of this was done by 
Engineer Erickson and his staff, 
which, at tine same time, carried 
along the other work of the de- 
partment. They also have to keep 
tab on. the contractors who are 
sinking wells that are to be used 
as the source of Lincoln's supply. 
Three Kinds of Pipes. 


In advertising for bids three 
types of pipes are specified—steel, 
cast iron and concrete. 
The specifications require that 


thn steel pips shall be electrically 
•welded with wrapped pipe covering. 
Bids also must be filed on lock bar 
steel pipe without wrapped cover- 
tag. Electrically welded iron pipe 
prices are required also. The con- 
crete pipe must be reinforced 
At 


different places different kinds of 
construction probably will be used 
and the price to be charged for 
that particular construction must 
be listed. In addition the cost of 
backfilling and all other hand labor 
must be shown, along with the cost 
of the entier project 
using only 
hand labor throughout at a mini- 
mum wage of 40 cents per hour for 
common labor. If the work is done 
by machinery, the hour wage speci- 
fication does not hold. 
Under the terms of the contract 
the citv engineer is the supreme 
authority. He has power to deter- 
mine trie amount, quality, fitness 
and acceptability of the work and 
materials. 
Engineer's Decision Final. 


The engineer will decide all quas- 


tions which may arise, and his de- 
cision shall be final. He shall have 
the right and power to modify or 
alter any plan or spefication. In 
tLe event that changes may result 
in reducing the amount of work to 
be done, the contractor cannot 
claim damages or anticipate profits 
because of the omission. If the 
change increases the work, then the 
contractor will be compensated to 
the amount of the increase. 
As a measure 
of 
protection 
against the use of faulty material 
the contractor must notify the city 
in writing a*, least two weeks prior. 
to the manufacture of any material j 
to be used on the contract.. 
* 
While working inside the city 
limits, or in the limits of any town 
along the route of tbs pipe, the 
ronvractor nrcst protect all untier- 
pround construction in proximity 
to the pipe line, against damage.

The route of the Lincoln-Ashland water main is shown in the 


larger of the sketches. From Lincoln to Ashland the pipe line is 25.1 
mile* l*r>f. From Ashland to the well at the extreme north, it is 19,600 
feet. From Lincoln to the first well the pipe is 36 inches in diameter. 
North of the first well, however, the size graduates from 36 inches to 
20 inches between the third and fourth, and to -16 inches when the 
fifth-and sixth are made, some years hence. 


Aboxe the sketch of 'the pipe line route are sketches of a manhole 


cover and the manner in which it will be locked down to prevent 
entrance except by those in authority. There also is a 'blowoff valve, 
a view of the pipe line as it passes under a railroad, and an air valve. 
Below in a cross section showing the construction of the covering: when 
pipe pmss*5 under railroads. 


Th» afe relief valves are set at the high points in the pipe line, 


and prevent air pockets. Without these air would fill the main and it 
would be impossible to force the water through. Another valve lets the 
air out when the pipes are being drained, the valve serving the same 
purpose as a- vent in a can from which fluid is being poured. 


The blow off valves are used in emptying a section of the main 


when repairs are to be made. It is when this is opened that the vent 
operates. 


The pipe line will require fourteen different fittings. There will be 


four 24-inch automatic cone valves with valve vault and fittings. There 
will be twenty-five ah- relief valves and manholes, five access man- 
holes, and fifty blow off valves and manholes, complete with fittings. 


Pipe tnflnels and reinforced concrete under railroads will be 164 


linear feet long, and there will be 46 linear feet of 72-inch corrugated 
metal or reinforced concrete pilot pipe, and 74 feet of highway culvert 
extension/of 36-inch concrete pipe culvert. 


Excavating a new channel for Antelope creek »t Twenty-sixih and 


E streets will require the handling of 1,200 cubic yards of earth. Ex- 
cavating for the pipe line to Ashland will amount to 200,000 cubic yards. 


If steel pipe is used the weight of the entire line will be 160 pounds 


to each foot of the 132.600 linear feet of pipe. Cast iron pipe will weigh 
about 30,000 tons, and concrete pipe, about the same. 


ages from the contractor for failure 
to complete the project. 
Should the cost of completing the 
contract by day labor or by re-let- 
ting it be in excess of the original 
contract price, the contractor and 
his surety will be held responsible 
for the increased cost. In the event 
the cost is less than the original 
amount, the sum saved will be paid 
to the contractor. 


Most Repair Defects. 
If at any time before or within 


two years a-fter the acceptance of 
the whole work done under the con- 


tract, repairs are required because 
of defects in material or workman- 
ship, this work must be done by the 
contractor when notified by the en- 
gineer. Failure to comply with the 
order within ten days gives the city 
the right to do the work and hold 
the cost out of any money that will 
be due the contractor. This will 
amount to 2 per cent of the total 
cost of the contract. 
One of the general sections of the 


specifications, requires that "with 
the exception of the men necessary 
to the contractor lor the technical 


of the city of Lincoln who have re- 
sided In said oily for a period of six 
months or more preceding the time 
of their employment shnll be em- 
ployed whenever possible for work 
under thin contract." 


All portions of the completed pipe 


linn shall upon test show a total 
lonknKR not exceeding 100 callons 
per twenty-four hours per Inch of 
pipe diameter per mile of pipe when 
subject to hydrostatic pressure. 


Two Year Guarantee. 


As a condition to the acceptance 


by the city of the pipe line the con- 
tractor must test the entire line un- ,, 
der conditions laid down by the city 
engineer. In the event thers is leak- 
age in excess of the amount speci- 
fied, correction of the condition, 
must be done by the contractor at 
his own expense. New tests must be 
made after the repairing of any 
leak. As a Ilnal requirement the 
contractor agrees to guarantee the 
pip* line against breaks or excessive 
leaks for two years after the date 
of acceptance by the city, 


j 
Great care has been taken by 


I the engineer in preparing the speci- 
j fications for the pipe to be used 
i in the pipe line. The thoroughness 
j with which this has been done is 
j but one of the many indications of 
i the exhaustive study that was' 
necessary before the specifications 
could even be started. 
The city will employ a lirnt of 
testing engineers at the pipe foun- 
dry to Inspect all pipes and cast- 
ings. To the end that this shall 
be thorough the contractor must 
arrange with the manufacturer that 
the inspector have complete co-op- 
eration from start to finish of the 
manufacturing operation. The con-. 
tractor must supply all tools, test- 
ing machines, matrial and labor 
necessary to the tests, inspections, 
weighing and marking of the pipe 
and fittings. 


Give Detailed Specification*. 


The instructions for making elec- 
trically 
welded pipe 
cover two 
pages of the specifications. 
After the testing of the pipe is 
completed, the engineer requires' 
that it be cleaned of all rust, loose 
mill scale and other dirt, by me- 
chanical means. All grease and oil 
also must be removed. The 
pipe; 
must then be heated to a tempera- 
ture of 450 degrees, and while sus- ; 
pended in a. vertical pos(tio% ham- 1 
mered with a tenpound sledge to 1 
further''free it from dust, rust and ••• 
dirt. 
] 


The section is then Immediately 
dipped vertically in a bath of coat- 
ing material that Is maintained at 
the same temperature. 'After a suf- 
ficient immersion the pipe is re- 
moved and allowed to stand until, 
the coating is set. The coating shall ,'. 
not be less than I-32nd of an inch ' 
anywhere on the pipe. • 
- 
The engineer even goes to the 
point of dictating how the pipe 
shall be marked for shipping and 
how the pipe shall be placed in the' 
cars. In fact he has taken care 
that no damage be done the pipe 
from the time the manufacturing 
process is completed until the pipe 
is lowered into the trench between I 
Lincoln and the site of the wells 
near the Platte river. 
Protect Contractor and City. 


What may seem to be arbitrary 
demands are taken only for the 
protection of the contractor as well 
f 
as the city. 
In the case of the \ 
coating- it is a matter of having on ' 
the outside as well as the inside of 
the pipe a preservative that pro- 
tects it from the erosive elements in. 
the earth, and water. So important' 
is this that the last thing that is 
done before the pipe is covered is bo 
examine the pipe thoroughly and, if

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SHALL-WE SOUND AN 


ADVANCE? 


At a critical moment in one of the great battles 5n 


which Napoleon Bonaparte was engaged, it is record- 
ed that a youthful drummer boy was instructed to 
beat a retreat. 


"Sir," he Is quoted as saying, "I cannot beat a re- 


treat, but I can sound an advance." 


Taking heart from the unquenchable spirit and 


unfailing courage of the lad, history reports that Na- 
poleon's troops went on to victory. The incident is 
recalled in connection with reports from Washington 
that the administration is greatly alarmed over the 
possibility that congress, meeting next December, will 
endeavor to ram through some form of unemployment 
insurance. 
The Washington correspondent of the 


Kansas City Star declares Mr. Hoover is convinced 
progressive and democratic forces will compel him to 
make a death struggle. The president is preparing 
for that eventuality. 


John J. Leary, jr., a special representative of the 


department of labor has just returned from England, 
where he has been compiling facts in connection with 
the dole system in effect there. When the British 
unemployment insurance act became effective in 1912. 
Mr. Leary found, the benefit for an adult was $1.70 
per week. Now it is $4.14, with $2.19 for each adult 
dependent and 49 cents per week for each child. Be- 
fore the World war, the British unemployment fund 
had built up a reserve of about $100,000,000. When 
established nineteen years ago, the fund was on a 
sound actuarial basis. Since 1921, it has been bank- 
rupt. By November of 1930, it was in debt tp the ex- 
checquer $280,000,000 and since then, the British gov- 
ernment has been compelled to extend two more loans 
of $100,000.000 each, so that at this time it is nearly 
a half billion dollars in debt. 


« * * 


With Britian's recognized aptitude for government 


and for finance, particularly, the picture of the ac- 
tual wdrkings of the plan of unemployment insur- 
ance Is indeed a dark one. Coupled with the dole, 
it has been responsible for the condition which cre- 
ated'a crisis in British affairs. 


America wants no 
paternalistic 
venture of the 


character of unemployment insurance. Fundamental- 
ly, it is repugnant to the spirit of American institu- 
tions. Paternalism breaks down the fibre of the peo- 
ple and destroys those sturdy qualities of self-reli- 
ance, initiative, and enterprise, which constitute our 
richest heritage. 
There has always been the tra- 


dition in this land that every man can care for him- 
self. He has been a freeman, privileged to express his 
political convictions, with full freedom to form his 
own religious beliefs, economically equipped and sit- 
uated to establish his own home and to provide the 
necessities and comforts of life. There have been 
times when he has undergone hardship and priva- 
tion, when the clothing which he and his family wore 
was rough, when the food which they ate was most 
simple. But never in all of the proud history of this 
country has he come to the point where he was 
ready to admit he was hopelessly beaten, that the 
hands and the brain with which God endowed him 
were not sufficient to maintain his body and his self- 
respect. 
! 


Even in these distressing times, we say that the 


vast majority of the American people is not ready to 
retreat. Every instinct within them cries out against 
a proposal which would make them dependents and 
wards of a beneficent government. If in our na- 
tional progress we have reached the point where it 
must be admitted that a portion of our population 
must look forward to permanent, or even extended, 
unemployment, then the noble experiment of democ- 
racy has failed and the whole system of capitalism 
has collapsed. 
• • • 


It is not enough for Mr. Hoover and the many mil- 


lions who hold comfortable and gainful positions to 
say that we shall,.not have unemployment insurance, 
because if we cannot make it possible for people to 
work, then we shall have to support them. 


The choice is this nation's. It hasn't made a great 


deal of progress toward improving conditions. There 
is still too much fear, too. much caution, and too 
much selfishness. Business is still thinking in terms 
of dividends and ignoring the real challenge of that 
restless, seething spirit which fills the breast of mil- 
lions of men, women, and children. We can in these 
next twelve months make mistakes which will exact 
their penalty for another ten years and 
possibly 


longer. We can do as Britain did and, in the event 
that we do. we shall pay for it. If we are to jescape 
the frightful consequences, we shall all probably give 
a bit But we cannot go on and on listening to the 
pleas of men who cannot find work, no matter how 
much they desire employment. We must put these 
people to work. If necessary, we should undertake 
improvements of a public character far beyond the 
projects now under consideration. 


We still hare the same land, most of the same min- 


erals and oil and timber. We have huge quantities 
of grains and other food stuffs, unlimited stores of 
clothing, and the machinery to provide all the com- 
forts and conveniences of life. The banks are filled 
with money and (he nation itself has most of the 
worid'r cold. Why should we beat a retreat? Why 
should this young nation, oiidowed wittj the most 
marvelous resources ever bcstotred upon a people, now 
tarn its^ face toward unemployment insurance to 
which hoary old John Bull inclined after more than 
twelve centuries? 


Let the drummer boy sound the advance. Let 


business and industry take heart. Let the rich and 
powerful, those who have the wealth to put idle peo- 
ple to work, say to themselves that a narrow, selfish. 
short-sighted view st this time may cast a blight on 
this Is' land which will blot out all of the glorious 
past. Thc advance means idle people go to work. 
Thc batHe cry becomes a song of happiness, instead 
of a shout of despair. We do not want unemploy- 
ment insurance In this country* and if we Justify the 
the faith of that quenchless i-pint tshich gave the 
world its greatest democracy we will not need it.

LAFAYETTE. 


September 6 is a day which should always be kept 


fresh in the memory of the people of the 
United 


States, for it is the anniversary of the birth of a man 


who, 
though of alien birth, did probably as much 


toward obtaining the independence of this nation as 
any who ever lived, with the possible exception of 
Washington. 
On this day in 1757 Marie Jean Paul 


Roch Yves Gilbert du Motier, Marquis de Lafayette, 
was born in the province of Auvergne, France. 


Lafayette was not twenty years old -when he pur- 


chased a vessel and with eleven other French officers 
sailed for America to join the revolutionary forces. 
He served with distinguished success all during the 


war. 
and when the British forces were in the Caro- 


Imas and Virginia, threatening the home of Wash- 
ington and that of the commander's mother, Lafay- 
ette was on their trail and he circumvented them in 
many of their endeavors. 


At the close of the war he returned to his own 


country and exercised great influence in persuading 
the French to aid the new government which he had 
so valiantly assisted in bringing into existence. He 
was one of the chief figures in the French revolu- 
tion, but was obliged to flee that country and for five 
vears was imprisoned by the Austrians. Being liber- 
ated by Napoleon, he returned to France, where he 
spent the remainder of his life, though he visited the 
United States in 1824 and 1325, being the recipient of 
the greatest honors. He presided at the laying of 
cornerstones for a number of monuments erected to 
"Europeans who had assisted the 
colonies in their 


struggle for freedom. 


Whether Pershing, upon setting foot upon French 


soil said, "Lafayette, we are here," or did not, he 
might well have uttered those words, for the value of 
the disinterested service rendered by that youth of 
more than a century before was incalculable and His 
memory is worthy the homage of every American. 


We may question the good faith of modern French- 


men and point to the treachery and derelictions of 
many of those of an earlier period, but without the 
aid of some of them the triumph of democracy in 
North America would have been long delayed. Beau- 
marchais the composer sacrificed his personal for- 
tune in furnishing the Americans with supplies and 
his claim was never settled in full. And there are 
others. We may owe France nothing, but we owe 
some of the French a great deal; and Lafayette more 
than any other.

RESURRECTING MR. McADOO. 


Only a few weeks ago, William G. McAdoo was re- 


ported to be writing his autobiography. 
Ordinarily, 


one does not set about on a task of that sort with- 
out indicating that he is through with public life. 


Now it is reported that McAdoo boosters were pre- 


paring to make a. fight for him at the next democra- 
tic national convention for the presidency. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo has always had a strong following throughout 
the south, which has been willing to march in his 
foot steps to the death. It is a lost cause to which 
these southern democrats now dedicate themselves. ~ 


There is nothing in Mr. McAdoo's record to make 


his candidacy desirable. In 1920, and then again in 


1924, 
the forces back cf him were very largely respon- 


sible for the split in democratic ranks. To bring him 
forward at this time would be to reopen those old 
sores. 


Mr. McAdoos appeal rests more upon his'rigid pro- 


hibition views, rather than any economic program 
which he would present. He is a dry and he has giv- 
en energetic and faithful support to the prohibition 
amendment. While there is grave concern over the 
status of the dry law, it does not loom up as the out- 
standing issue of the 1932 campaign. To both wets 
and drys, democracy should make the same retort— 
"It is foolish and futile to be talking about booze 
when millions of men, women, and 
children 
are 
hungry.'' 


If the southern democrats have any idea of using 


the opportunities which have been placed in then- 
hand through the bungling of the Hoover administra- 
tion, they should forget Mr. McAdoo. His nomina- 
tion would revive all of the old war hate. It would 
make it possible for the republicans to raise the cry 
of a Wilson dynasty, it would obscure the economic 
questions while another sham battle is waged over 
prohibition.

But come it 
will, of course, and before so many, 
many- years, television will have be- 
come as 'much a part of the homes 
and firesides of the land as the 
good old, or new fangled, listening- 
in sets of 1931. 
More power and more praise to 
the broadcasting stations and the 
pionesrs who are blazing the trail, 
marching with the procesesion, look- 
ing forward to the days of realiza- 
tion of another wonder of the world. 


Faces Not Distinct. 


As far as this observer has seen 
none of the faces appearing through 
the televisors are distinct. Nearly 
all the men appear to have moust- 
aches, or sea weed facial decorations 
and the girls—little of that lovely 
complexion they like to wear. It was 
possible, at a recent broadcast, to 
recognize Mayor "Jimmy" Walker, 
because he was introduced first and 
then began to speak.

Add Roof Garden.

Irene Beasley, Called "Long, Tall Qal from Dixie/' 
Has Southern Drawl Which Wins Her Radio Popularity 


She's called the "long, tall gal 


from Dixie," is Irene Beaslcy. the 
reasons for the sobriquet are that 
she's long, she's tall and she's from 
Dixie. 
Irene Bcasley was born in White- 


haven, Tenn., a village built around 
a post office, crocery store and cot- 
ton gin, and moved with her family 
to Amarillo. Tex., when she was six. 
She received her 
early schooling 


there, attending college in Virginia, 
and then taught school in Missis- 
sippi. 
Her mother and father were non- 
professional singers. Her grandmo- 
ther had given her her first piano 
lessons, and in school and college 
she fequently sang for her friends. 
She vaguely longed lor a career in 
music, but»was too busy earning a 
living ever to do much about it. 


Wrote "Mush Ballad." 


While she was teaching she wrote 
a song. "If I Could Just Stop 
Dreaming." It was not a great song, 
but it possessed a genuine appeal 
that was born of sincerity. 
She 


wrote that song to herself, and the 
sentiment was not false. To the hor- 
ror of the young composer, it was 
classified by the publisher 
who 


bought It as a "mush ballad." But 
it was published, and in order to 
expolit it Irene sang it many tunes 
over a small radio station. 
That song 
gave her her start. 


The broadcasting led to work in 
Chicago for larger radio stations 
and for movie house presentations. 
Subsequently Irene returned

Radio Digest 


Rattles in Loud Speaker. 
Rattles in a speaker usually oc- 


cur on the high notes, or at least 
are more objectionable there. If 
there were any obstruction to the 
motion of the speaker element, it 
would be more likely to interfere 
with the diaphragm on low notes, 
where amplitude of vibration Is 
greatest. One should not overlook 
the possibility of loose parts which, 
may rattle only at high frequencies 
because of resonance effects. 
In 
the majority of cases, these rattles 
will be found to be due to defective 
tubes 
which introduce a distorting 


effect that simulates a rattle. 


Construction of Counterpoise. 
The electrical requirements for 
the counterpoise are that it lie 
considerable below the aerial an: 
that it have approximately the 
same capacity to ground as the 
aeriaL In practice, a wire is us- 
ually strung underneath an aena. 
only just high enough to clear the 
heads of any who may walk under 
it. The performance of the coun- 
terpoise Is not critically dependent 
upon a strict adherence to an? set 
of conditions and usually the lis- 
tener is guided by what is a con- 
venient arrangement. Try to main- 
tain as great a difference between 
the actual heights of the 'aerial and 
counterpoise as is possible.

Largest and Smallest Studios. 


Studio H, by the 
way, is the 


NBC's largest studio in New York. 
It measures sixty-three by thirty- 
eight feet, providing 2,584 square 
feet of space. Studio J is the small- 
est of the studios. It measures 
eight by nine feet, equalling seven- 
ty-two square feet. The 
former 


studio can accommodate a large 
symphony orchestra and comfort- 
ably seat about 300 people, while the 
latter becomes overcrowded with 
more than two people in it. Studio 
J is used only for announcers to 
make station announcements and to 
give the signal to connect and dis- 
connect the network. 


When Hoover Got His. 


President Hoover, who always is 


punctual with his broadcasts and 
who never runs overtime accord- 
ing to radio officials, was himself 
taken off the air, it has been re- 
vealed. Clyde Hunt, an announcer 
of WMAL. Washington, who was 
handling the controls, committed 
the offense last February 12 when 
Hoover was delivering a radio ad- 
dress on "Abraham Lincoln." 


The 
CBS announcer, 
Stanley 


Bell, and Hunt were out of sight 
of the Lincoln desk from which the 
president delivered his address over 


the air. Hunt followed Mr. Hoov- 
er's remarks closely, checking them 
with a copy of the prepared address 
which the President was reading. 
When Mr. Hoover finished all that 
was on the copy Hunt had, the 
control man 
switch the 
circuit 


back to the announcer to sign off. 
But the president continued talk- 


ing, speaking extemporaneously for 
about two minutes. He talked into 
thin air—nofc over the radio. He 
has never been told what happened. 


Versatile Mr. Luther. 
Seven instruments— the piano, 


guitar, accordian, harmonica, jews 
harp, ocarina and vibraphone—are 
played by Frank Luther, NBC tenor, 
who has other tricks as well, includ- 
ing that of smoking long, black 
cigars. Luther made his first pro- 
fessional appearance at the age of 
eighteen as tenor-accompanist with 
Meistersweigers male quartet tour- 
ing a middlewestern Chautauqua 
circuit. He is known as a radio 
veteran today. 


Have Two Endings. 
' Musical numbers at times con- 
sume more time during actual per- 
formance on theair than when re- 
hearsed. To meet this contingency 
orchestra leaders of the Columbia 
studios have devised a system of 
signals by which they can alter the 
program while it is in progress. Al- 
ternative endings are written into 
all dance scores and designated as 
"one" and "two." To indicate eith- 
er, the conductor simply holds up 
one or two fingers. In addition the 
dance scores are divided into sub- 
sections, each of which is desig- 
nated by a letter of the alphabet. 
By pantomining one of these letters 
with his fingers, the conductor is 
also enabled to order a cut almost 
anywhere he wishes. 


RADIO DIQEST 


Electrifying Old Battery Receiver. 1 


It is practical to electrify an old 


battery set by employing A and B 
battery eliminators. 
Any other 
scheme of electrification is econ- 
omically impractical 
because the 


cost is usually more than the worth 
of the set. However, eliminators can < 
be purchased to replace the present 
batteries at relatively low cost. 


Proper Way to Tune Receiver. 
The proper thing to do when oper- 
ating a set is to set the tuning dial 
for maximum intensity of response 
and then adjust the volume con- 
trol to the desired setting. 
Many 
listeners either by design or by ac- 
cident make use of the tuning dial 
as a volume control. Anyone who 
has operated a receiver knows that 
as thetuning dail is moved either 
side of resonance, the signal volume 
rapidly diminishes. 
The listener, 


therefore, is apt to use this discov- 
ery as a chief or as an 
auxiliary 


means of adjusting volume. 


Not Every Location Perfect For 
Receiving. 
There are "good" and "poor" re- 
ceiving locations in every commun- 
ity in which an electric receiver may 
be operated. Many things influence 
the configuration of field strength 
from a radio transmitter. Bufldings, 
trees, and many other objects ab- 
sorb radio energy and cast "shad- 
ows7' in the radio field. Conductors 
such as electric light, telephone, 
trolley wire and steel structures also 
serve not only to absorb, but 
as 
frequently to reflect., deflect -and to 
transmit "in a directive manner the 
energy in the field. 


Poor Radio Performance from Var- 
iation of Circuit Volbge. 
The modern power set which op- 
erates from the lighting circuit may 
be influenced by a daily cycle 
of 
variation in the electric light circuit 
voltage upon which its 
operation 
depends. When that voltace drops 
below a certain critical minimum 
value, tfce receiver rapidly loses its 
sensitivttv and performance drops 
off accordingly. The listener 
who 
lives in or near an industrial plant, 
or indu&lrifll center may also ob- 
.serve that his reception is jn-catly 
restricted and even entirely lost 
during the day. but that with the 
5 o'clock whistle the receiver acain 
begins to Junction properly. This 
may be because the load imposed by 
the industrial plant is sufficient to 
keep th-; line voltage below the op- 
erating minimum for the receiver. 


cated 30 or more miles from 
the 
nearest radio transmitter, this vari- 
ation in the transmission medium 
may be enough to keep him. from 
hearing anything during the day- 
time The only remedy for this sit- 
uation is a larger aeriaL This af- 
fords a preater" pick-up and tends 
to compensate for the handicap of 
poor transmission durinig the day. 


For the Notebook. 
A receiver operates no differently 


from an A-eliminator than from a 
storage A-battery. 
The three links in the radio com- 
munication chain are the transmit- 
ter, the receiver, and the interven- 
ing medium. 
Trying some different ground con- 
nection than the one which is or- 
dinarily used will, in most cases, 
decrease the noise level. 
This is 
particularly true of the change from 
a conventional ground to a counter- 
poise. 
Tubes are to blame if a set gradu- 
ally loses its effecetivencss. If 
the 
set suddenly changes tis character- 
istics, the trouble should be looked 
for first as a defect in the B elim- 
inator, cr in one of the audio trans- 
formers. Should the B eliminator be 
at fault, this will show up in a test 
of the D. C. voltages delivered by it. 
Radiograms. 
The Pennsylvania Forestry depart- 
ment is experimenting with short 
wave radio sets to ascertain their 
adaptability for use in forest fire 
prevention work.

Constantinople, where she became 
accustomed to and rather apprecia- 
tive of the smells, the haggling, the 
quarreling, and the slowness, and so 
she could be thoroughly delighted 
in Palestine, with its Sea of Galilee.

Biblical lore. 
But no waters in all the world are 
quite as enchanted to Miss Hostet- 
ter as is the Bosppros. Although 
Turkey is rather a "dreary country 
topographically, low rolling hills of 
wooded green, something that can't

ters. Miss Hostetter spent many 
week ends with friends who had a 
home on the Bosporus, and one 
could gaze from the home, across 
the beautiful dwellings and gardens 
of the hillside, to the Black sea 
and the lights of Constantinople. 
Jerusalem, to Miss Hostetter, has 
an unusually beautiful natural set- 
ting, and lr Oriental, eastern, with 
the Arabic influence strongly felt. 
Because legend is so uncertain, the 
many cfcurches have been built over 
the shrines, and one may visit two 
or three edifices above different re- 
ligious caves, yet each one pointed 
out as the place "thought" to be 
where Mary wept or some similar 
event of Biblical significance was 
enacted. The Orthodox Greeks, the 
Gregorian Greeks, the Copts, and 
other Christian religions have their 
shrines in these churches, but real 
trouble ensues when one sect even 
steps on the part reserved for the 
other. To the Arabs, particularly, it 
seems odd that a religion founded 
on peace should cause so much con- 
flict and even bloodshed.
